from which collected for the purpose specified in the advertised notice. 25 
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 (D) (1) ANY FUNDS REMAINING IN A SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT AT 1 

THE TERMINATION OF THE SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT MAY BE: 2 

 

   (I) APPLIED TO A FUTURE SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT 3 

CREATED FOR THE SAME SUBDIVISION; OR  4 

 

   (II) RETURNED TO THE OWNERS OF PROPERTY IN THE 5 

SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT. 6 

 

  (2) IF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS ELECT TO RETURN THE 7 

FUNDS TO THE OWNERS OF PROPERTY IN THE SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT, THE 8 

FUNDS SHALL BE RETURNED PROPORTIONALLY TO THE OWNERS OF RECORD AT 9 

THE TERMINATION OF THE SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT BY WAY OF A CREDIT 10 

AGAINST FUTURE PROPERTY TAX BILLS OR BY REFUND, AS DETERMINED BY THE 11 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS.  12
